New Delhi, the 4th January, 1997 

S.O. 21(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (3) of article 77 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the government 
of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely :—

14. Legislative proposals pertaining to Indian Systems 
of Medicine Sc Homoeopathy of individual states 
requiring sanction and concurrence of Government 
of India.’'; 

(b) Under the heading “MINISTRY OF SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY (VIGYAN AUR 
FRAUDYOGIKI MANTRALAYA)'\ under the 
sub-heading “A. DEPARTMENT OF SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY (VIGYAN AUR 
FRAUD YOGIKI VIBHAG)’ 1 , for entry 18, the fol¬ 
lowing entries shall be substituted, namely :— 

“18, All other measures needed for the promotion of 
science and technology and their application to the ■ 
development and security of the nation, 

19. Research and Development Cess Act, 1986 (32 of 
1986). 

20. Technology Development Board Act, 1995 (44 of 
1995).”.
